DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 12/30/201 1 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1 , 3, 4, 12, 13, 25 and 40 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Kiefer (U. S. Patent No. 5,620,867) and the rejection of claims 1 , 3, 4, 12, 
13, 22, 25 and 38-40 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Price (WO 
96/21006). 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 8- 
10, 14-21, 29, 32, 36, 37 and 44-49 directed to an invention non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 8-10, 14-21, 29, 32, 36, 37 and 44-49 have been 
cancelled.

Cancel claims 8-1 0, 1 4-21 , 29, 32, 36, 37 and 44-49. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The claims are directed to or encompass a peptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 or a fragment thereof, wherein said peptide or fragment 
increases the degree or rate of osteogenesis by BMP-2. 

Kiefer (U. S. Patent No. 5,620,867) teaches a protein (Figure 3; paragraph 
bridging columns 8-9 through column 9, full paragraph 2) that comprises the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 , as indicated in the sequence comparison below (Qy = SEQ 
ID NO: 1; Db = BMP):

Kiefer also teaches 19- and 16-kD fragments of the protein (Example 9). 
According to the declaration filed 12/30/201 1 (hereinafter, "Declaration"), the protein 
Kiefer discloses is also known as spp24 (Declaration, paragraph 5). spp24 inhibits 
bone formation (Declaration, paragraph 7). Fragments of spp24, with the exception of 
the claimed BPP (SEQ ID NO: 1), inhibit bone formation (Declaration, paragraphs 10 
and 1 3). See also Sintuu (J Bone Joint Surg Am. 201 1 Jun 1 ;93(1 1 ):1 022-32), 
paragraph bridging pages 1026-1028 "Higher doses of TR-spp18... in combination with 
10 |ug/rhBMP-2 resulted in a significant decrease in bone-area formation as compared 
with the results obtained with the lower dose (0.1 mg) of TR-spp1 8 combined with 1 0 
|ug/rhbmp-2. ...compared with the positive control (10 jug/ of rhBMP-2 alone in Fig. 1), 
the low dose TR-spp18 resulted in a mild inhibitory effect on rhBMP-2 bone formation 
activity." Therefore, Kiefer does not teach a peptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 or a fragment thereof, wherein said peptide or fragment 
increases the degree or rate of osteogenesis by BMP-2.
